Explain that a middle class, which included 
merchants and craftsmen, grew in importance during 
the Middle Ages 


Explain that with the growth of towns during the 
Middle Ages, the importance of feudalism began to 
decline 


Explain the importance of the Church in the everyday 
lives of Europeans in the Middle Ages 


Describe the power and wealth of the Church during 
the Middle Ages and its influence over kings and 
political decisions
